YESTERDAY'S INCIDENT 
in 


court was especially tragic. The 
boy had an opportunity to enter 
world-famous Boy's Town in Ne- 
braska. He destroyed that chance. 


He ruined it for himself, and 


possibly for others, because he* 
refused to abide by the terms of 
his probation.

IN 1950, the lad was declared a 


delinquent and became a ward of 
the state. Twee since, , he .vio- 
lated his probation, by according 
to authorities, "stealing goods and 
celling them to second-hand deal- 
ers in Dixon; by staying out late; 
by Hanging around pool halls; by 
playing with firearms." 


Just before Christmas he was 


apprehended and brought 
into 


court on a probation violation. 
It was then that the court grant- 
ed State's Attorney James Bales 
permission to attempt to, jet the 
lad intoJBpxl* Town. ," 


" 'AND fcTATE'3' Attorney Bales 
all but succeeded. Boy'» Town, 
for the first time, was prepared to 
accept a grade school boy from 
Lee county. 


Agreement had

The lad 
chose to "matriculate" at St.

ACCORDING to Bales, the boy 


couldn't be sent to Nebraska be- 
cause his very attitude would de- 
stroy the point of Boy's Town. Be- 
cause of not being able to follow 
through on Lee county's attempt 
to get him into the famous school, 
question may be brought as to the 
sincerity of the county in desiring 
to have a boy enter the institution, 
Bales added. 


What happened to make the boy 


break the terms of his probation? 


"I DON'T know," was the lad's 


only answer.

Can a boy understand what is 


happening to him when he comes 
into the world lacking a founda- 
tion on which to stand erect? . 
HIS FATHER and older brothers

Federal Express from Boston, de- 
molished the- station master's of- 
fice and smashed a news stand in 
the center of the concourse, an 
area separating the tracks from 
the main waiting room. 


The electric locomotive and one 


car then plunged through the re- 
inforced concrete floor into a bag- 
gage room in the basement. 


There was no immediate expla- 


nation, as. to why the brakes ap- 
parently failed as the train ap- 
proached the station through the 
yards.

Widespread cigarette tax coun-

' Lyons said there was a question 
whether the illicit traffic was 
stamped out.

Stratton said in a statement: 
"We will throw the full power-of 


every state agency, into the fight 
to not only halt .the operations of 
these tape stamp, racketeers but to 
bring to justice the person* respon- 
sible for it." 


The same news release said that 


"four tax stamp machines reported 
stolen several months, ago still 
have not been located or recover- 
ed."

Economic Notes: 'Is Slump 
OnWay?KSo,Whatto 
Do Until Doctor Comes' 


NEW; YORK WJ-Right spank in 


the middle of a flood of optimism 
about the outlook for business, 
jobs, and incomes the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers has 
sent a troublesome bottle floating. 


And in the bottle are two* notes. 


One reads: Is a slump on.the 
way? And the other: If so, what 
to do .till the^ doctor comes? 


Businessmen are 
asking 
the 


same things. 
v 


And both businessmen and -the 


President's masterminds are divid- 
ed on the answers to both ques- 
tions. The two queries reveal one 
of the fundamental splits in eco-, 
nomic thinking in this country. 


In both the ranks of business— 


probably three to one—and in the 
council—two to one—a majority' 
thinks a slump is surely in the 
caids, sooner or later. 


A vociferous minority insists 


"It ain't necessarily so." 


But if a slump is coming when 


defense spending slides off, what 
first aid measures should be taken? 
What prevcntatives? What cures? 


A majority of the council two 


thinks government should act. It 
should'prepaie now "a total anti- 
recession economic strategy'' — 
which in the main seems to mean 
government pump priming, with a 
lesser assist from industry. 


Some businessmen 
probably a 


minority go along with this view, 
as expression by Council Chairman 
Leon H. Keyserling and member 
Robert C. Turner. 


The council vice chairman, John 


D. Clark, who once was vice pres- 
ident of Standard Oil of Indiana, 
thinks no further pump priming 
plans are needed. 


And so do most businessmen, to 


judge by what they say. They 
think business and not government, 


should plan to meet any flump 
that may lie over the next hill. . 


Businessmen, however, are more 


inclined to go along with the coun- 
cil majority in the belief that a 
slump is coming. A recent poll of 
top executives by the New York 
Journal of Commerce, a business 
daily newspaper, 
shows three-' 


fourths of them seeing a business 
dip in the cards—about a third of 
these thinking it "'will come this 
year, and two-thirds of them think- 
ing it will be next year. 


Clark disagrees. He thinks there 


need be no real slump because the 
rearmament plans, even after they 
pass their spending peak, should 
be enough to support a fully em- 
ployed economy. 


But if business does slow down, 


Clark-says that measures already 
adopted and • on 'the law books 
should be enough to prop the eco- 
nomy and start it back up again, 
"as they did in 1949." 


Many businessmen go along with 


this view. They cite the cushions 
of unemployment insurance, the 
ability to speed up the arms pro- 
gram again if needed, and the 
various 
stimulants 
to business 


which government agencies can 
apply through the manipulation of 
money and credit. 


They add that government could 


always give business a' lift by low- 
ering taxes and thus increasing 
the purchasing power of strapped 
customers. 


As for the need of further plans 


for pump priming, many business- 
men hold that there are already 
hugs backlogs of construction 
highways, bridges, schools, hospi- 
tals, and commercial buildings — 
just waiting for the go-ahead sig- 
nals, and for adequate supplies of 
materials, now tagged for defense 
use.

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The High Cost of Socialism 


According to the. Oregon Voter, 14 per cent of all the 


ad valorum property tax levy in that state is paid by public 
service enterprises—power and light, railroad, and telephone 
companies. This is entirely aside from the income taxes, cor- 
poration fees, franchise taxes, license fees, and all the rest of 
the levies they pay. 


The situation is comparable in the other states-4|in all 


parts of the country the public service companies are among 
the largest taxpayers, and are often the very largest. And 
what gives this special interest is the fact that the campaign 
to socialize the electric industry, and take its properties off 
the public, tax rolls, is being pushed with unabated vigor by 
political groups. 


The argument, of course, is that socialized power is 


cheaper power. That argument is strictly in the three-dollar 
bill class. Survey after survey has shown that any rate ad- 
vantage of publicly-owned as against privately-owned utili- 
ties is made possible only by tax exemption and tax subsidies. 
On the average, the business-managed power companies pay 
out about 23 per cent of &11 their revenues in taxes. The so- 
cialized operations either pay no taxes at all, or compara- 
tively small sums as token grants to states and •municipali- 
ties. Every time 'a tax-paying enterprize is socialized,, the 
tax burden of all other taxpayers must go up. Socialism 
means political control over our lives and affairs—and we pay 
a' big price in money to boot!

economy. They have faith in the future. Most important, 
they have a direct personal interest in preserving free enter- 
prise and all the other freedoms at a time when every effort is 
being made to undermine them from within and without.

Most Stutterers Are 'Cured' 
As Pressures Are Removed 


Stammering or stuttering (the 


words mean the same thing) is an 
important problem, and since it 
usually begins about the age of 
three and rarely after the age of 
six, parents have the major re- 
sponsibility in treating it promptly 
when it can still yield to relatively 
simple measures. 


Furthermore, stuttering is im- 


portant since it can influence not 
only all the activities of childhood, 
but the occupations and lives of 
those who are fully grown. 


Stuttering not only varies 
a 


great deal from person to person, 
but also from time to time in the 
Bame person. 
However, whether 


Ihe condition is serious or mild, it 
Is the parents who are likely to 
notice it first. 


There are a number of theories 


is to what causes some children 
to stutter while other do not. At 
present, the idea that stuttering is 
inherited, or even that there is a 
predisposition to it in certain fam- 
ilies, is losing ground, and ,the 
theory that stuttering is a form 
»f behavior problem U gaining. 
According to the later, any child, 
U unfavorably stimulated, subject 
to conflicts, or frustrated in vari- 
i>us ways, would learn to stutter, 
tn other words, Muttering is a 
slightly abnormal reaction In a 
perfectly normal youngster. 


Th* reason that early Intelligent 


management of stuttering in no im- 
portant is that when it first begins, 
parents may show irritation, or 
i)*« becojn* too helpful, thus de- 


veloping self-consciousness in the 
youngster. 


It is felt, therefore, that in 'the 


early stage of developing stutter- 
ing, parents alone, if they have 
the proper advice, may be able to 
care for the situation. 


Most young stutterers respond 


rather rapidly when the pressure 
from their parents or other un- 
favorable aspects of their environ- 
ment are removed, and if they 
have not become overanxious. 
This, of course, is the ideal situ- 
ation. 


The improvement of stuttering 


in those who have it badly, how- 
ever, is a more complicated prob- 
lem. In such cases, both parents 
and youngsters have to be advised 
concerning their. relationships to 
each other, the strains of the en- 
vironment, and speech practice is 
often necessary.

TREATMENT IMPROVED

the over one million stutterers in 
the United States have greatly "im.- 
proved chances of proper treat- 
ment as the result of studies made 
in the last 25 years or so.

After Press-Talk Farewell

• Washington—<*—It was 
tq>. be 


Secretary of State Acheson's last 
news conference. The'small audi- 
torium of the State Department 
was almost filled with reporters 
and commentators who had been 
dealing with him since he became 
secretary four years ago. 


Nothing about him suggested the 


txtra-ordinary 
pressure 
of the 


four' years unless perhaps it was 
his hair. It had turned very gray. 


As he sat down at a small table, 


facing the newsmen, the photo- 
graphers knelt on the floor. They 
•aid: "Start talking." 
He looked 


at them as if to say: "To whom?" 
Crouching closer, they said: "Talk 
over our heads."'Acheson grinned: 
"Oh, I couldn't talk over your 
heads." 


Everyone laughed. Everyone in 


the room, some time or other ,had 
heard Acheson (accused of talking 
down to people, particularly to con- 
gressmen, with whom his relations 
could hardly be worse. 
. No mattert what the reason for 
his public austerity — a natural 
condition, a deliberate attitude or 
a deep self-consciousness — he was 
never, ./to his misfortune, able to 
establish a warm and personal link 
with Congress. 


He happened to be in the State 


Department at a time of severe 
national anxiety over Communism 
and had had a major part in shap-. 
Ing some of the most far-reaching 
postwar policies, such as arms for 
Greece and Turkey, and Marshall 
Plan, the Atlantic Pact, arms for 
Europe. 
• 


•• But while the European fortress 
was being cemented he was at- 
tacked for not having done enough 
in. Asia, where communism, after 
overrunning China, finally erupted 
In the Korean War. 


One of the greatest postwar 


shocks of the public/was the ac- 
cusation byWhittaker Chambers 
that Alger.Hiss, who had worked 
in the State Department some 
years before,.was a member of a 
Communist spy ring. Hiss was .fi- 
nally jailed for perjury in connec- 
tion with the Chambers' charges. 


The result was to create in minds 


that had never thought much about 
espionage a frightening suspicion 
about the State Department, its 
policies and its people. 
•' 


It was a widening suspicion 


which made Sen. McCarthy sound 
all the more plausible when he 
charged the department was satur- 
ated with Communists and'began 
saluting Acheson derisively as the 


Red' Dean." 
Acheson did himself staggering 


damage in many minds when, in 
answer to questions, he said he 
was a friend of Hiss and would 
not turn, his back on him. Since 
he could have ducked or disowned 
Hiss, why then did he give such 
an answer? 


He explained later he had been 


motivated by his belief in the prin- 
ciple of Christian charity. 


Acheson has said little in his pwn 


behalf. He has shown enormous 
patience ' under attack. 
He may 


have felt patience was necessary 
for a man. of his position and his 
dilemma. He told foreign service 
officers last .week 'that the State 
Department's critic% were "thor- 
oughly wicked" and "in my judg- 
ment once something really evil is 
let loose in the world it cannot 
be eradicated 
overnight without 


patience and effort." 


As for what he told" his final 


news conference: He read a pre- 
pared, and rather literary, fare 
well, replied to some questions, 
and expressed optimism about the 
future.

Standby Wage-Price Power 
Finds Senators Disagreed 


WASHINGTON-^*—Two key Re- 


publicans disagreed today over 
Whether to give the Incoming Ei- 
senhower administration standby 
power to control prices and wages. 


Chairman Capehart (R-Ind) of 


the Senate Banking Committee said 
he favored enactment "of standby 
controls to operate for the duration 
cf the Korean War." 


But Chairman Wolcott (R-Mich) 


of the House Banking Committee, 
in a separate interview, said such 
powers are not needed and "would 
awing like a sword over the head 
of business." 
• , 


v The two banking committees 
handle economic controls bills in 
Congress. 


This conflict developed in the 


wake of President Truman's final 
economic report. 


Republican congressmen gener- 


ally thrust aside most of Truman's 
partys report and said they look 
for President-elect Eisenhower to 
guide the nation to a stable pros- 
perity not "based on war." 


But Democrats who specialize in 


economic affairs praised the re- 
port and said GOP economic poli- 
cies of the past 20 years, if put 
Into effect now, would pitch the 
country into an economic tailspin. 


Most Republicans and many 


Democrats said they expect wage- 
price curbs to die no later than 
April 30,-when the present controls 
law expires. Thus, the big question 
was whether l e g a l machinery 
•hould be provided for restoring 
controls should a spurt of inflation 
threaten the economy. 


The Truman report cautioned 


against premature lifting of con- 
trols and sounded this theme: 
Prospects are bright for unparal- 


leled prosperity throughout 1953 but 
the country faces one of its mosl 
serious threats of depression when 
defense spending tapers off next 
year.

"If the Republicans carry out 


what they've been preaching for 
the past 20 years, it would be dis- 
astrous," said Rep .Spence (D-Ky) 
chairman of the banking committee 
in the last Congress. 


Rep. 
Rains 
(D'Ala) - another 


committee member, said, "If they 
start playing with the monetary 
policy like they say they will I'm 
afraid they'll tip the scales right 
on over to a depression." 


Spence and Rains said they re 


ferred to statements from Repub 
lican leaders calling for use of in 
direct economic controls to raise 
interest rates and reduce money 
supplies to curb inflation. 


But Wolcott discounted such 


fears. He said the Republican poli 
cy is to .use monetary controls 
only to stabilize the economy—noi 
to deflate it.

Parents Find Kidnaped Son 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. <#-A nine- 


year-old boy who had lived most 
of his life as the son of a South 
Bend factory technician received 
a new set of parents Wednesday 
in an emotion-packed courtroom 
scene. 


An elderly judge, speaking in a 


husky voice and with his eyes 
damp from tears, awarded the 
boy to an Ohio couple and ruled 
the youngster was their son who 
had been kidnaped in 1914. 


Receives New Name 


Thus the lad, known as Charley 


Joe Tipp, 
became 
R o n n i e 


Thompson, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Thompson of Dayton, 


Then Charley Joe, unable quite 


to realize fully what had happen- 
ed, was asked how he liked his 
new parents. 


"Okay, I guess," he choked. 


-Minutes later, when Robert A. 
Tipp—who had r a i s e d him 
through his early boyhood—turn- 
ed to leave the courtroom, Char- 
ley Joe called: 


"Goodbye, Dad." 
The ruling;, coming with dra- 


matic suddeness after nine days 
of spectacular and bizarre testi- 


mony, was made by 78-year-old 
special Judge Lewis W. Ham- 
mond. 


"Anybody can see the striking 


resemblance between the picture 
of Ronnie and Charley Joe," 
Judge Hammond said as he told 
the Thompsons he was convinc.ed 
the boy was their kidnaped son. 


Robert J. Mahoney, Tipp's at- 


torney, spoke for the man who 
had thought the boy was his son 
and said: "We realize now that 
Lois Tipp wasn't capable of bear- 
ing a child. Our purpose in the 
trial was not to determine the 


custody of Charley Joe, but his 
true parentage." 


Former Wife 


Lois Tipp was Tipp's former 


wife. She now is confined to a 
Florida mental institution, where 
she was placed after being in- 
dicted for murder in the death 
of one of two boys who had b^en 
living with her as her sons. 
. Tipp had brought the boy to 
South Bend from Tampa, Fla,, 
after Mrs. Tipp, who had;been 
operating- a tavern there, was 
p!aced in the institution. He testi- 
fied earlier that she had returned 


home from a trip and told him 
she had given birth to. the boy. 


Medical testimony was intro- 


duced at the hearing that an ex- 
amination of Mrs. Tipp. showed 
she never had been pregnant. 
The Thompsons identified pic- 
tures of her and said she had 
gone to work for them in Octo- 
ber, 1944, .as a nursemaid under 
the name of Mary Wilkey. 


•Search Continued 


The Thompsons'never gave up 


search for their son after the 
nursemaid vanished with him 
shortly after his birth nine yeara 


ago. In 195t their hunt turned to 
Florida, and later to South Bend. 


Ten months ago, after further 


investigation in South Bend, the 
Thompsons filed for custody of 
the- youngster. 


"We're very 
grateful, 
very 


happy and overwhelmed," the 
Thompsons said after the judge's 
ruling. They invited Tipp to visit 
them and their son in,Dayton. 


Before they parted, the boy 


was playing with his new broth- 
er, the Thompson's youngest »on, 
5-year-old Bobby.

"The alternative to maintaining 


the present level of exports," he 
said, "would appear to be the re- 
institution of p r o d u c t i o n allot 
ments."

creasingly complex web of con 
trols on imports and exchange." 
These actions, he said, are mak- 
ing it difficult to find markets for 
surplus farm products. 


In his report to the President, 


the secretary praised farm price 
support programs developed under 
Democratic administrations. 


He said, nevertheless, these pro 


grams have "grave" weaknesses 
in that they provide no satisfac- 
tory method for supporting pro 
ducer prices of nonstorable and 
perishable commodities, such as 
meats, dairy and poultry products, 
fruits and vegetables. 


Present" supports 
are 
largely 


limited to such products as grains 
cotton, tobacco and peanuts, which 
can be stored. 


A satisfactory method. Brannan 


said, would ,be one which would 
"make perishables available to 
consumers at prevailing marke 
prices, would benefit producers by 
working more directly for their 
interest, and would benefit the na 
lion by permitting full consumption 
of perishables in large-production 
years." 


Brannan did not mention it, bu 


this definition fitted a proposal he 
advanced in 1949 and which be 
came 
known as the 
"Brannan 


Plan." It was rejected by Con 
gress.

Coaches Stunned by End of Two Platoons 


Specialists Age Finished; 
Coaches to Work Harder 


Can Still Have as Good Game as Before; 
Will Help College Finances, Says Little 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.—(#>)—America's college foot- 


ball coaches, stunned by the swift, unexpected death of the 
two-platoon system, faced with mixed emotions today the 
massive reorganization job they must perform between now 
and September. 


The fabulous era of free substitution, with its big squads 


of highly trained offensive and defensive specialists, was end- 
ed. Ahead of the coaches, in the next eight, months, lay the 
task of building whole new teams to play the game both ways. 


The two-platoon system was killed Wednesday by the 


football rules committee of the National Collegiate Athletic 
association. 


Resentment against the system and its fabulous costs,' 


which had forced 50 small colleges to abandon football, had 
built up among college presidents and administrators. But 
the coaches, in a recent poll, had voted .4-1 to keep the sys- 
tem. Columbia's Coach Lou Little, who attended the commit- 
tee meetings in an advisory role, said, "We decided we could 
have as good a game as before, and this is going to help the 
colleges with financial problems.'' 


Must Play Full Periods 


Committee Chairman H. O. "Fritz" Crisler, Michigan ath- 


letic director, said the decision was reached "with the best in- 
terests of football in mind. We were gravely concerned about 
those schools that have ^iad to abandon football." 


The new regulation says that players removed from a 


game during: the first and third periods mav not return to ac- 
tion during these periods. 
Players pulled out before the last four minutes of the 


second and fourth periods may go back into the game only in 
those last four-minute periods before the half and the end of 
the game.

Players removed during the final four-minute periods 


of the second and fourth quarters cannot be used again dur- 
ing those periods.Anger to Light Approval 


Two-platoon football was legalized in 1941, with the adop- 


tion of a rule permitting .unlimited substitutions any time the 
clock was stopped and single substitutions between plays 
while the clock was running. Before then, no player removed 
from a game could be sent back until the next quarter. 


Reaction among coaches ranged from anger to dismay to 


an occasional soft voice of approval. 


Alabama's Red Drew said it returned football overnight 


to "the horse and buggy days," Murray Warmath of Missis- 
sippi State said it set the eame back 15 vears. 


Oklahoma's" Bud Wilkinson, on the other hand, said he 


felt the decision was "in the best interests of the game and 
I'm highly in favor of it." Wilkinson said the two-platoon 
system had made "the big teams better, the little schools 
weaker." 
Other Changes Made 


Everybody agreed that coaches must work harder now. 
Dartmouth's D. O. McLaughry, a member of the com- 


mittee, said, ''Coaches will have to get busy and develop men 
who can play it both ways." 
"This is going to mean a great and sudden change in or- 


ganization," said K. L. "Tug" Wilson,_Bie Ten commissioner.

committee.

Available to Manufacturers

NEW YORK —<*>— The days of 


metal shortages — and controls •— 
are running out. 


Steelmen say that most manu- 


facturers of household appliances 
and even of autos may soon be 
able to get all they can use — the 
accent will be on finding customers 
for their-products rather than on 
finding materials. 


Aluminum production is about to 


be stepped up again—in this case 
with an assist from the weather- 
man out in the Pacific Northwest. 


Steel controls are about to be 


relaxed—according to reports from 
Washington—with larger quotas for 
makers of civilian goods. 


And many manufacturers are al- 


ready stepping up their own pro- 
duction quotas because they feel 
that materials .controls will .be a 
thing of the past shortly and that, 
therefore, they can borrow now 
from anticipated supplies.

They are 
reported today by Iron Age, na- 
tional metalworking weekly, to be 
setting their production goals much 
higher than their present steel 
quotas would justify. 


At the same time, they are po- 


lishing up their sales technique 
for the buyers' market ahead. 


A steel bonus may be coming 


their way soon. The National Pro- 
duction Authority is reported ready- 
ing orders which will set steel quo- 
ias for producers of household ap- 
pliances at 90 per cent of the 
amount they used in the average 
quarter before the Korean War 
started. The quota now is 70 per 
cent. 


Similar raising of quotas are ex- 


pected by auto makers. 


Steel makers and most of the 


steel users have been clamoring 
for the ending of controls by April. 
Government officials have felt the 
second half of the year a safer 
time. But the new administration 
may,turn steel users loose before 
that. 


The aluminum production step- 


up is coming because heavy rains 
and warm weather that the .fall 
drouth has meant a loss of more 
than a million pounds of aluminum 
daily, the industry reports. 


Increased electric power produc 


tion will soon start whittling down 
that loss, and more aluminum 
should be going in the future to 
the makers of civilian goods.

Pjmeapple Glazed Sponge Cake 


(Serves 6) 


Two eggs, 1 cup .sugar. 1 cup 


cake flour, % teaspoon salt, 1 tea- 
spoon baking powder, 1 tablespoon 
butter or margarine, \'z cup hot 
milk, 1 can (No. 1 flat) crushed 
pineapple, M cup sugar. 


Beat eggs until thick and lemon- 


colored. 
Gradually 
add sugar. 


Beat 2 
J/2 minutes if using an elec- 


tric mixer or 5 minutes with spoon. 
Sift flour, measure and sift again 
with salt and baking powder. Fold 
into egg and sugar mixture all at' 
once. Melt butter or margarine in 
hot milk and add all at once. Fold 
in dry ingredients and milk quick- 
ly and pour immediately into a 
waxed-paper-lined, 8-inch .square' 
baking .pan. 


Bake in a moderate oven (375 


degrees F.) for 30 minutes. Just 
before cake is to come from oven 
combine crushed pineapple with 
J/4 


cup of sugar and bring to boil. 
Remove cake from pan and place 
on serving plate. 


With the, point of a sharp knife 


mark the cake into 1-inch squares, 
cutting through the cake ' only 
about y± inch. Spoon hqt pine- 


apple mixture over hot cake and 
allow to cool. Cut into squares to 
serve and serve plain or with 
whipped cream. 


Note—One layer of a white-cake- 


mix may be used in place of the 
hot-milk sponge cake.

Justice Dept. Is Set Ablaze 
With Batch of New Actions

WASHINGTON M— The retiring 


attorney general, James P. Me- 
Granery, in an interesting burst of 
energy, has set the whole Justice 
department ablaze with a big and 
brand new batch or Investigations 
and legal actions. 


For a man in his job only about 


eight 'months, McGranery 
may 


have established a record for get- 
ting things started. But, since he 
won't be around after next Tues- 
day's inauguration, it will be the 
new 
attorney general, 
Herbert 


Brownell jr.'s job to finish what 
McGranery began. 


McGranery siarted off like a 


man who expected the Democrats 
to win the election. When they lost, 
he kept right on going, as if they 
had won. 


McGranery, who gave up a life- 


time federal judgeship to take over 
the Justice department last spring, 
began by accepting the resigna- 
tions of some of the highest de- 
partment officials. 


Then he went on to investiga- 


tions, antitrust suits, indictments 
against some former top internal 
revenue officials and actions to de 
naturalize more than 100 under- 
world aliens. 


The McGranery energy was a 


contrast to the regime of the man 
he followed, J. Howard McGrath, 
whom Truman fired last April. 


Under McGrath the Justice de 


partment had become a shooting 
gallery for Truman critics who 
wanted to know why the attorney 
general wasn't a little busier look- 
ing for corruption in government.

For your bridge parties or any 


festive get-together, hot snacks 
are smart, appetizing and easy to 
manage. 


Hot shrimp appetizers are dainty 


morsels of hot shrimp and melted 
cheese enclosed in a crisp corn- 
meal pastry. They pop into your 
mouth as easily as can be and are 
delicious served hot with cool 
drinks for a party, or as a first 
course at dinner or luncheon. They 
can be made early in the day, kept 
in the refrigerator and then baked 
just before serving. 


If this is your first experience 


with hot appetizers, try a variety 
of different fillings with the same 
rich corn-meal pastry as a base. 
Wrap tiny Vienna sausages in pas- 
try, or substitute bits of deviled 
ham or Italian sausage, chopped 
cooked bacon and cubes of cheese 
as filling. 


The very nature of appetizers is 


zestful and snappy and nothing 
tastes quite so good with cold bev- 
erages or tea. 


Hot Shrimp Appetizers 


(Makes 28 tiny shrimp appetizers) 


Corn Meal Pastry—One and one- 


half cups sifted enriched flour, % 
cup enriched corn meal, 1 teaspoon 


baking powder, J/i teaspoon salt, 1 
teaspoon 
dry 
mustard, 
Va 
cup 


shortening, '/& cup water. 


Sift together flour, corn meal 


baking powder, salt and dry mus- 
tard. Cut in shortening until mix- 
ture resembles coarse crumbs.- Add 
water, a little at a time, until mix- 
ture will hold together. Roll out on 
lightly floured board to form a 
rectangle, 16x14 inches. Cut dough 
into 2-inch squares. 


Filling—28 t i n y cooked shrimp 


(or 14 large shrimp, halved), 
cup chili sauce, 3 slices Cheddar 
cheese, cut into J/2-inch squares. 


Place half of the corn-meal pas- 


try squares on an ungreased bak- 
ing sheet. Place 1 small shrimp on 
each square; top with 1 teaspoon 
chili sauce and a small square oi 
cheese. Cover with remaining corn- 
meal pastry squares; seal edges 
with a fork. Prick tops. Bake in hot 
oven (425 degrees F.) 10 to 12 min- 
utes. Serve immediately. 


/Vienna Sausage Appetizers 
Prepare corn-meal pastry as in 


above recipe. Roll out the dough 
and cut it into rectangles 1^ 
inches. Place a Vienna sausage on 
each rectangle; roll dough around 
sausage, allowing ends of sausage 
to peek out. Bake in hot oven (425 
degrees F.) 10 to 12 minutes. Serve 
immediately.

If I weren't already looking for-

'teen years. 


The ordinary middle-aged adult 


now is a cross-patch of fear, doubt 
and disillusion.- Somebody told his 
generation to "get lost"—and he 
Look it as a command. He is afraid 
of everything from the common 
cold to the hydrogen bomb. He is 
even afraid of prosperity—afraid 
it won't last until he cashes his last 
old age pension and turns in his 
chips. 


No wonder he tends to view the 


teenager with some distaste. Fear 
is always shamed by self-reliance. 
And certainly the teenager of the 
midtwentieth century is the most 
self-confident kid in history.

well, and he has been given more 
freedom and opportunity than any 
previous teenager. 
Some critics 


think he has been given entirely 
too much rein, and therefore is 
headstrong and refuses to accept 
responsibility. 


I don't feel that way at all. I 


think boys and girls now are more 
honest, less self-doubting, and know 
more what they want out of life 
than their fathers and mothers did 
at their age. One proof is that 
they are marrying younger and 
starting their own families earlier 
than did their parents. And this 
isn't through ignorance. It is by 
choice, and the choice is normal 
and healthy—the best sign they 
are the real hope of tomorrow. 


This is the first teenage Ameri- 


can generation to know in advance 
it must face service in the armed 
forces in a period of half-peace, 
half-war. The boys are facing this 
duty far more calmly and with 
less hysteria than their parents. 
To them it is just a fact of life. 
, They have acquitted themselves 
superbly well in Korea, Much is 
being made now of the number of 
army desertions, but the Pentagon 
says the rate is far below that 
which was commonplace when the 
nation was riled up against the 
kaiser or hating Hitler.
